What is 
true of flour is true of coal. 
We eau do with­ 
out a hundred minor things which it is very 
pleasant to |*ossc#s; hut coal every house­ 
keeper must have. 
No matter what may be 
its cost, he never thinks of doing without coal 
except when he bas made up his mind to 
freeze. 
Now, it is unfortunate for the great 
majority of coal consumers that coal caunot 
be worked in the mines and brought lo market 
without the employment of a heavy amount of 
capital 
This places the production and man­ 
ipulation of this indispensable article In tho 
hands of a few. 
Among the great companies 
whose interests arc identical, consolidation Is 
pretty sure to come sooner or later. 
The 
strongest aud meanest passion of liumau na­ 
ture—greed of gain—makes that movement 
as certain as gravitation. 
Three largo coal 
companies have illustrated this afresh by com­ 
bining to control the supply and die market. 
Tho effect will not probably be immediate, as 
no excuse for advancing tho price of coal can 
be presented just now. 
The amount ou hand 
is large and sales are comparatively dull.— 
Still lf the combination can enforce or engin­ 
eer a strike at the mince, they will send up 
the price of the stocks now on hand with the 
speed of magic. 
Tho lever used to raise the 
desired strike may easily be tho plea of the 
inability of the companies to pay Hie (arrent 
laborers’ wages—as indeed a proposition has 
already lieen made to reduce them from ten to 
fifteen per cent ut the mines. If this is brought 
about we shall wish ou behalf of the multi­ 
tudes who will suffer and die because of it, 
that a law might lie had to hang soulless cor­ 
porations for such covetousness ss would de­ 
monstrably shame the devil.

crowded into the mansion. 
I recognized in 
the ma1# many whom I had seen or known la 
the west and southwest, flourishing politicians 
or military heroes during the war, bul now 
generally grown seedy, now very likely labor­ 
ing under some vile calumny as lo the spec­ 
ulations which their accuser* spell without 
the initial letters. 
They now are anxious to 
be transferred to rome safe spot where the 
“ truly loil ” may be beyond the reach of their 
ouetnie?, like the modest Judge I)ufell, who 
proposes to re-ign lf be can be appointed to 
even a second-class mission. 
This class of 
people has nearly mu Its race. 
A prominent 
Niagara botel proprietor said some time since,

There were, however, two or three seat­ 
ed as spectators of tho procession in the West 
Room. 
A fellow in front of me asked in a 
tone loud enough to be heard by them, “ Who's 
them gals?” 
From this to the Blue Room, 
where the President was stationed, then on to 
the East Room. a large an I beautiful apart­ 
ment, where the visitors could linger to ad­ 
mire tho immense mirrors, chandeliers, and 
other ornaments until ready to depart. 
The rcccptlous by the Cabinet officials are 
ako public, bat much more select aud pleas­ 
ing. 
The public are more iutcrested la At­ 
torney General Williams than any of the oth­ 
ers, except, perhaps, the well abused Secreta­ 
ry of the Treasury. 
Mr. Williams is rather 
tall, chin somewhat projecting, and like most 
persons of that physique, wears n moustache 
and siJe-whiskers.

Court.

W a sh in g to n , Jau. 6.—In tho substitute for 
the noose bill repealing bankruptcy act re­ 
commended by banate Judiciary Committee 
to-day the first section provides that the court 
npou sufficient cause shall take possession of 
the property and carry on the business of the 
debtor w lieu lo its judgment the interest of 
the estate as well as the creditors will be pro­ 
moted thereby, but uot for a longer period 
than nine mouths from the time the debtor Is 
declared bankrupt. 
The second section au­ 
thorizes the assignee to sell property of bank­ 
rupt, real or personal, at auction in such 
manner as will produce the greatest amount 
with least expense,the court to have complete 
supervisory power at such sales, and at its 
discretion may order the real estate cold one- 
fourth cash, balance in three equal payments, 
not more than six months Atween any two, 
properly secured. 
Section three adds lo section twenty-six tiiese 
words, “ Iu ail causes arising under this act 
the alleged bankrupt and any party thereto 
shall be competent witnesses.” 
Section four 
provides that iu cases of compulsory or invol­ 
untary bankruptcy, a provision of law requlr 
mg payment of a percentage of indebtedness or 
consent of a portion of creditors shall not ap 
ply. but a complete discharge shall bo given 
in all cases. 
Section five that In cases of in­ 
voluntary bankruptcy the term of four months 
mentioned in section tbirty-flve of old law 
shall be changed to two months, this provision 
not to take effect for two months after adopt­ 
ion and the period of six mouths therein named 
be changed to three months, to take effect 
thro# months after adoption. 
Section seven 
alters section thirty-nine of o il law providin, 
any absconding debtor or debtor transferring 
property with inteut to defraud creditors may 
be declared bankrupt on the petition of one- 
fourth in Dumber of tho creditors whose claims 
aggregate one-third of total 
indebtedness, 
provided tho petition is brought wilbin six 
months after such act of bankruptcy ii com­ 
mitted. 
This provision shall apply to such 
cases begun since 1873 prior to passage of 
this act as well as hereafter. 
Section nine al­ 
ters section forty-one so as lo provide In case 
satisfaction is glvcnto creditor: proceedings can 
be slopped by consent of court after proper in- 
vestigation. 
Section ten provides in all cases 
now pending as well as hereafter iustituted a 
majority of creditors after due notice of meet­ 
ing under direction of court may accept terms 
of compromise proposed by the debtor or in 
full satisfaction. 
The resolution of accept­ 
ance to be binding upon tho signature of a 
majority in number and three-fourths of vulue 
of debts represented at such meeting. 
After 
said resolution be recorded such composition 
shall not be binding upon nor affect rights of 
unrepresented creultors. 
Section eleven re­ 
duces fees one-half.

Wasiiikotox, Jan. 5.—Tho President to-day 
sent the following message lo the Senate and 
House: 
In my aunual message of December last I 
gave reason to expect that when full aud ac­ 
curate text of the correspondance relating to 
the steamer Virginia#, which had lieen tele­ 
graphed in cipher, should be received, the pa­ 
pers concerning the capture of vessel, execu­ 
tion of a part of the passengers and crew, 
and the restoration of tho ship and survivors, 
would be transmitted to Congress. 
In com­ 
pliance with the expectation then boid out, I 
now transmit papers aud correspondence on 
that subject. 
On the 20th day of September, 
1873. the Virginias was registered in the Cus­ 
tom House at New York as the property of a 
citizen of the United States, im having first 
made oath.as required by law that he was the 
true and lawful owner of said vessel, ural that 
there were no subject, or citizens of any for­ 
eign prince or state directly or Indirectly, by 
way of trust, confidence or otherwise, inter­ 
ested therein. 
Having complied with tim 
requisites of the statute in that behalf, she 
cleared in the usual way for the port of Cara­ 
coa, and on ur about the Atli day of Oct., 1870, 
sailed for that port. 
It is not disputed that 
she made a voyage according to her clearance, 
nor that from that day to this she lias not re­ 
turned within the territorial jurisdiction of the 
United 
States. 
It 
is 
also 
understood 
she 
preserved 
her 
American 
paper#, 
and 
that 
when 
within 
foreign 
porta 
she 
made 
a 
practice 
of 
putting 
lortb a claim to American nationality, which 
was recognized by authorities nt such ports. 
When, therefore, she left the port of Kingston 
in October last under the United States flag 
she would appear to have had as against all 
power# except the United States a right to fly 
that flag on that voyage und to claim its pro­ 
tection as enjoyed by all regularly documented 
vessels registered as part of our commercial 
marine. 
No state of war existed conveying 
upon a maritime power the right to molest 
and detain upon the high seas any documental 
vessel, and it cannot be pretended that the 
Virginias bad placed herself without the pale 
of all law by acts of piracy against the 
human race. 
If her papers were irregular 
or fraudulent, the ofleuce was one against the 
laws of Coiled States, justifiable only Iu their 
tribunals. 
When, therefore, it became known 
the Virginias had been captured on the high 
leas by a Spanish man-of-war, that the Auror­ 
ean flag had been hauled down by the captors, 
that the vessel had been carried to a Spanish 
port, and that Spanish tribunals were taking 
jurisdiction over the persons of those fouud on 
ber and exercising that jurisdiction upon 
American citizens, uot only in violation of in­ 
ternational law, but in contravention of the 
provisions of th# treaty of 1795,1 directed a 
demand to be made upon Spain for the restor­ 
ation of the vessel and for tho return of the 
suvivor# to the protection of tho United Stales, 
for a salute 
to the 
flag, 
and 
for 
the 
punishment 
of 
offending 
parties. 
The

demands 
rested could not be seriously questioned, but 
it was suggested by Spain that there were 
grave doubts whether the Virgiuius was en­ 
titled to the character given her by her papers, 
and that therefore it might be proper for the 
United States after the surrender of the vessel 
aud survivor# to dispense with tho salute to 
the flag should such fact# be established to 
their satisfaction 
This seemed lo be reason­ 
able and just. 
I therefore assented to it on

I therefore bad no hesita­ 
tion Id agreeing to the arrangements finally 
made between tho tiro governments, Att ar­ 
rangement which was moderate *nd Jast and 
calculated to cement the good relations which 
have so long existed between Spain and the 
United States. 
Under this agreement tho 
Virginia?, with the American flag flying, wa? 
delivered to the navy of the United States at 
Bahia Honda, in the Island of Cuba,

Mr. PRATT of Indiana., addressed the Sen­ 
ate until the expiration of the morning hour, 
when the bill was laid over, und the resolution 
reported from the Committee on Finance be­ 
fore the holidays declaring it to bo the duty 
of Congress at present to adopt definite meas­ 
ures to redeem the pledge made by the gov­ 
ernment for tile earliest practicable red»un|>- 
tion of United States notes was taken up. 
Mr. BOGY of Missouri, addressed the Sen­ 
ate according to previous notice. 
Ho advo­ 
cated the re-i?suo of the $11,000,000 legal 
tender reserve, an additional issue of $30,. 
000,000 legal tenders, and the issue of $23,- 
000,000 in national bank 
notes to western 
bauk#. 
Mr. BUCKINGHAM submitted a resolution 
directing the Finance Committee, iu order to 
prevent inflation of the currency and to meet 
the necessities of the government, to consider 
the expediency of reporting a bill which shall 
empower (ho Secretary of the Treasury to 
make temporary loans and authorize national 
banks to use certificates of Indebtedness issued 
for sucti loan? as part of their reserve; also 
lo provide for the redemption and cancella­ 
tion of legal tender notes equal in amount to 
those which liav# been or may be paid out of 
the s 14.000.000 heretofore hold by the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury ordered to be printed.

Mr. W HEELER of the Committee oil Ap­ 
propriations reigned the army appropriation 
bill appropriating$28,449,OIC which was made 
a special order for Tuesday of cext week. 
Tho House then resumed tho consideration 
of tho supplementary Civil Rights Bill.

HARRIS of Virginia addressed the 
House in opposition to the bill, contending 
that Congress had no right to interfere with 
internal legislation of slates, this bill would 
break ap the public school system, lunatic 
asylums and other charitable institutions of 
the south. 
Ile appealed lo the House whether 
any one would couteud that the negro was the 
equal of the white mail. 
A colored member, Mr. Ly nch of Mississippi, 
rose in response to the challenge, bat Mr. 
Harris, amid great laughter, declined to yield 
to him, saying he was addressing himself to 
white men aud did not propose to let a negro 
interfere. 
Mr. STEPHENS of Georgia next arose to 
address the house, but said that bn could not 
say all be had to say in twenty minutes, and 
he asked to hare an hour allowed him. 
Mr. E. K. HOAR objected, but subsequently 
offered to withdraw an objection iu c ise the 
same 
privilege were granted lo Elliott of 
South Carolina, colored. 
Then Mr. WELLS of Florida, also colored, 
renewed the objection, but he too withdrew it. 
Mr. STEPHENS then took bis position in 
the back part of the hall on the democratic 
side, und proceeded to read a speech in oppo­ 
sition to the bill, remarking that in view of 
the great importance of the subject ho bad 
reduced his views to writing. 
He opposed 
the bill and occupied the floor for an bour 
and a quarter, having had bis time extended 
twice; as usual, however, in case of written 
speeches its delivery did not command or 
receive the attention of the House. 
Mr. RANSIER of .South Carolina, colored, 
followed in a written speech in #ui>portof the 
bill, contending that there was uo practical 
freedom in the Southern States for the negro, 
and would not be so long as the matter was 
left to tho discretion of slates. 
Mr. MILLS, Texas, opposed the bill as an 
unauthorized aud unconstitutional assump­ 
tion of power. 
Mr. ELLIOT, colored, ef South Carolina, 
obtaiued the floor, but yielded to a motion to 
adjourn. 
The Speaker said there was before the 
House a message from the President in refer­ 
ence to the Steamer Virgiuius.

What will Caleb Cushing’s chances of use­ 
fulness be in Spain under the new condition 
of thlDgs there; and in caso he shouldn’t livo 
to get home whose chances will his perpetual 
absence improve ? 
The finding of the French investigation into 
the cause of the Yille da Havre disaster is di­ 
rectly opposite to that of the English coart; 
the former exonerating the French vessel, and 
the latter doing the same kindness for the 
Loch Earn. The facts of the case justify, in 
oar estimation, the English verdict; and we 
ahall hold that opinion until the evidence a$- 
•umes a different character from that It has 
exhibited thas far. 
Mr. Shanks of the Tribune seems thus far 
to be the better horse in the race between him 
and the counsel for the Brooklyn Ring In re­ 
spect to the offensive editorial of last August. 
Mr. Shanks told the Referee, who wanted to 
know If Whitelaw Reid wrote the alleged 11- 
belons article, that he knew of no surer way 
for him to find out thau to ask Mr. Reid him­ 
self. Shanks sticks close to his original posi­ 
tion in the matter, and keeps outside of pris­ 
on. 
The uew Protestant Episcopal Church was 
inaugurated at Steinway Hall on Sunday 
morning. Bishop Cummins preached the 
sermon. The service did not differ materi­ 
ally from that of the regular body. 
The 
bishop substantially avowed the intention 
of himself and followers to be nothing beyond 
a return to apostolic faith and usages. We 
see no reason to change our belief that the 
movement is a mistake and will end in failure. 
The impression is gaining ground lliat the 
stand taken by Plymouth Church iu its contro­ 
versy with the other two Congregational 
Churches of Brooklyn is not well-advised. 
There is an air of pettifogging in the ma ner 
of its defence from, or objection to, outside 
interference, which will hardly add to its cred­ 
it. The public will probably coutinue to be­ 
lieve that there must be some ugly facts to be 
concealed where so much technical twistiflca- 
tion is used. 
Tho debate in the House on Monday showed 
that some people have learned very 'little, if 
anything, though the year3 of war and since 
have been so full of opportunities. It would 
have been much more to Mr. Harris’ credit 
and more conclusive as to his superiority, if 
instead of casting a dirty fling at a fellow 
member he had demonstrated his greater 
ability. Mr. Stephens who can’t say anything 
in less than a six-column editorial or an hour’s 
speech, used an hour and a quarter in dem­ 
onstrating his wretched conservatism. 
If ex-Q. C. Edwin Jamos is correctly quoted

wore a wig. When here he was feted, feasted 
aud toasted; and in various ways made the 
recipient of public honors and private hospi­ 
tality. Now he speaks of us as Liviugstone 
cannot find it íd his heart to speak of the na­ 
tive Africans when he is banqueted on some 
future day. Well, it isn’t worth feeling very 
bad about; although nobody but an insular 
hermit like a West End Englishman, would 
have been guilty of satirizing the most com­ 
plimentary reception he ever had in his life. 
If our people were not silly enough to go wild 
over every second-rate foreign humbug who 
comes over here aud assumes au importance 
which would bo couceded nowhere else, we 
should suffer fewer subsequent mortifications. 


the diplomatic victory which be gained over 
Fish and Williams; and certaiDly they could 
not have heard that the United States Attor­ 
ney-General, assuming the functions of an 
Admiralty Court, “decided” that the Virgiu- 
tus had no right whatever to an American reg­ 
ister, and hence no right to an Ameri­ 
can defence against the demands of 
Spain founded on tho vessel’s trespass.— 
If the Cortes “ swapped horses while crossing 
a stream ” in hope to make something by the 
trade, we could have famished them fifty foole 
able to teaoh them better. Meaawhile, with 
Mental Serrano at Pretidect, we shall hear 
by oable of riots la the streets, complications 
in the Cabinet, with now and then an assassin­ 
ation by way of expediting the progress of 
freedom. Things look, by the way, as though, 
In case the new government in Madrid should 
not take the Fish-Polo protocol into favorable 
regard, tbat our Washington diplomats may 
eome to grief; and that the Navy Department 
might have done a wiser thing than to sink 
the Virginias off Cape Fear. For if, nnder 
the Williams decision, Spaiu should now ask 
reprisals we ahall be so much worse ofl in 
making payment than in case wc could sell 
that boat at auclioo for a trifle to help us out. 
What a pity that the Nominee and the Cortes 
were not on board the Virginius when she 
went hunting for hard-pan. We could have 
found another candidate for Chief Justice and 
Spa#^ould have spared a rabble of elected 
insurrectionists. 


T h e C oat C om bin ation . 
We have heretofore expressed our opinion 
of those persous, or those companies, who de­ 
liberately arrange to monopolize any article 
essential to life; and nothing has happened, 
or ever will happen, which will suggest a re­ 
vision of that opinion. The men who, not 
content with selling flour at a fair profit, 
would pu9h its price to a limit embarrassing to 
all aud fatal to thousands, are morally none 
too good to get up a “ corner ” on drinking- 
water, were such a thing possible. What is 
true of flour is true oí coa!. We can do with­ 
out a hundred minor things which it is very 
pleasant to possess; but coal every house­ 
keeper must have. No matter what may be 
il3 cost, he never thinks of doing without coal 
except when he has made up his mind to 
freeze. Now, it is unfortunate for the great 
majority of coal consumers that coal cannot 
be worked in the mines and brought to market 
without the employment of a heavy amount of 
capital This places the production and man­ 
ipulation of this indispensable article in tho 
hands of a few. Among the great companies 
whose interests arc identical, consolidation Is 
pretty sure to come sooner or later. The 
strongest aud meanest passion of human na­ 
ture—greed of gain—makes that movement 
as certain as gravitation. Three large coal 
compatiies have illustrated this afresh by com­ 
bining to control the supply and the market. 
The effect will not probably be immediate, as 
no excuso Tor advancing tho price of coal can 
be presented just uow. The amount on hand 
is large and salea are comparatively dull.— 
Still if the combination can euforce or engin­ 
eer a strike at the mines, they will send up 
the price of the stocks now on hand with the 
speed of magic. Tho lever used to raise the 
desired strike may easily be the plea of tho 
inability of the companies to pay the current 
laborers’ wages—as indeed a proposition has 
already been made to reduce them from ten to 
flrteeu per cent at the mines. If this is brought 
about we shall wish ou behalf of tho multi­ 
tudes who will suffer and die because of it, 
that a law might be had to hang soulless cor­ 
porations for such covetousness as would de­ 
monstrably shame the devil. 


S p an ish A ffairs. 
Those mercurial fellows, the Spaniards, 
have turned their fickle government bottom- 
side up once more. It is, indeed, an abuse of 
words to say they have a government at 
all. As a nation since the overthrow of 
the Bourbon 
regime, 
tho Spaniards 
have had successive figure-heads in Madrid, 
and iu the power and play of their 
warm imagination they have called each in its 
turn the government. Tne Cortes has just 
accomplished a coup d’etat which unseats 
Castelar and throws affairs into chaos for an 
indefinite time. The Spaniards seem to have 
a natural love for tho military, and are proud 
no doubt to hear in the streets or their capital 
the pleasant tramp of Gen. Pavla’s troops and 
the sound of barbaric music. What the end 
of this new revolution will be it is too early in 
tbe day to predict. That the course of repub­ 
licanism will be advanced by it is hardly to be 
looked for. Senor Castelar, who is confessedly 
tbe most broad-minded and oDllgbtcned Span­ 
ish republican on earth, has been covered 
with contempt by this action of the 
Cortes; which body confesses by tbe 
vote tbat deposes him its own lack of un­ 
derstanding of the first principles of the form 
and spirit of the goveromeut it proclaimed 
with such a vast ostentation. Up to the time 
of writing we are not informed as to the al 
leged reasons for so singular a voto in tbe 
Cortee. The President read his message from 
tbe ministerial benches on tho 2d inst., and 
made therein a most favorable showing *as to 
the general state of the country, when all the 
circumstances are taken into account. If the 
Cortes threw a majority against him immedi 
ately thereafter because of a covert disaffec­ 
tion with Castelar’s management of the Vir­ 
ginias troubles, they could not more glaringly 
an4 ludicrously advertise their igcoranee of 


CURRENT TOPICS. 


O tlt ALBANY CORRESPONDENCE. 
A lbany, Jau. 4, 1874. 
E dito rs Freem an:—When the long roll is 
called, which is generally done on Saturday 
preceding tbe Tuesday on which the legisla­ 
tive session opens, the floors aud corridors of 
the Delavan present a somewhat animated ap­ 
pearance. Leaving New York on the 3:40 
P. M. train yesterday, after having taken a 
somewhat hurried run through the Fifth Ave­ 
nue, the Grand Central, St. Nicholas, Metro­ 
politan and A3tor Hoii3e, I was more than 
surprised to find that either your correspond­ 
ent, or el3e tho crowd whom I will name, had 
selected good company. Stepping into a 
Fourth avenue car at the Astor House, the so- 
called Mogul of Dutchess—tbe Hon. John 0. 
Whiiehouse—soon ensconsed himself in the car, 
and I was at a loss to know whether his pen­ 
sive, meditating mood was occasioned by 
Cougressioual labors, loss of stocks, or a fall­ 
ing ofl iu the shoe trade. Oí courso the ex­ 
citing contest for the Speakeriblp was too 
small a political “ pool” to cause bis atten­ 
tion to be so completely absorbed, as it evi­ 
dently was up to tbe time we reached the 
Grand Central depot. I don’t know why, but 
I did not suspect we were to have so distin­ 
guished a crowd on the train as had—secured 
pa3se3 to go to Albany. 
First camo Senator Robertson of Westches­ 
ter, who seemed highly elated to find Con­ 
gressman Whitehouse wae a passenger; then 
came a delegation of two from Queens county 
on behalf of L. B. Prince, a candidate for 
Speaker this winter; then camo Dan Young, 
whom everybody who ever rode on a railroad 
carkuows; Georgo 0. Jone3 then put in an 
appearance. 
George, you know, 
was 
great railroad lobbyist—and made it 
pay—and 
then, 
for 
some cause or 
other “ went back,” aud came out a full- 
fledged Pro Rata freight advocate. This didn’t 
pay, and so George went back to his first 
love last winter. George grows fleshy and 
stiff. What he will do this winter I cannot 
now say. The crowd who followed George 
were Patterson and Blackie, ex-Custom House 
Members—and both would-be Senators, both 
beaten by Booth. And then Hugh Hastings 
of the New York Commercial Advertiser.— 
Then followedle3ser lights—perhaps, such as 
John Manley, member from Cattaraugus, 
Mill” Fowler, cx-Surrogate of Dutchess, Mr. 
Adriance, the Buckeye mower man, and R. E. 
Andrews and Moses Y. Tilden of Columbia. 
I experienced no inconvenieuce at being in 
such company, probably because I preferred 
the car in the rear of the smoker to those 
more gorgeous palace equipages wherein such 
men as myself and 
of the New York 
Times and such light trash seldom fuel able to 
travel. Ou my way up some gentleman was 
kind enough to give up half of my seat to a 
lady who got out at Rhiuebeck—iu the mud, 
and was last heard wondering “if the ferry­ 
boat was running over to Rondoul." 
But to business. It was asserted in Satur­ 
day’s New York journals that Albany was 
never known to be fuller of office seekers than 
on Friday. I assure you that is bosh and 
buncombe. Iu fact after travelling over the 
ground—which I assumo I kuow after six 
years experience, pretty well, until about 
eleven o’clock, I found only about thirty-five 
members of the Lower House on the ground, 
some six or eight Senators and very 
few office seekers except the old ones of 
last winter. 
The Delavan was clearly 
the stamping ground, and here we found the 
headquarters of such men a3 Husted and 
Prince—tho leading—and about the only, 
candidates for Speaker. Tho “ bald eagle ” 
of Westchester has engaged room 454—about 
the centre of the hotel ou the second floor, 
whilo Prince—os if he wanted tho green ones 
to understand that the Custom (what is loft of 
it) House Ring was backing him severely aud 
sincerely—had taken room 57, the one occu­ 
pied last winter by Speaker Cornell, on the 
southwest corner of, tbe hotel. Iu Prince’s 
room were found three or four members of the 
Queens County Central Committee, aud very 
few others, although Lyndo of St.. Lawrence 
was working hard for the young bachelor can­ 
didate. Iu Gen. Uusted’s room were found a 
goodly number of magnates, such a3 Hugh 
Hastings and Cyrillo S. Llucoln. lie was in 
the best of spirits, and confidently claimed his 
election by tbe caucus. 
He thought some­ 
body was being deceived, and of course I as­ 
sumed that that “somebody’’ was Prince. I 
am bound to say that Prince was equally con­ 
fident, and I am also bound to say that as 
there are only forty members here up to the 
hour of writing, there is no way in which any 
man cau form any] reason ably sure estimate 
of the sentiment of tlie seventy-three Republi­ 
can members. Of course thirty-seven Repub­ 
lican members in caucus ¡3 a majority, 
and tbe man who gets tbat number on Monday 
evening in caucus will doubtless be elected 
Speaker. It looks to-day like Husted. The 
railroad interest of course favors the “bald 
eagle,” while the Bank interest it is said will 
favor Prince. The latter will get his strength 
from the middle and northern tier of counties. 
We are expecting a large crowd in from all 
parts to-Dight. Tbe Custom House power 
seem3 to be broken with republicans, except 
postmasters—west of Albany. There would 
seem to be four candidates for Sergeant-at- 
Arms—Goring, Fiske, O’Brien and Newton. 
The former was Sergeant last winter, the 
Second named was his very efficient assistant; 
the third is an ex-member, while Newton was 
a candidate for the same office last year. I 
should say that Fiske’s stock stood about 
125. 
Mr. Goring’s own member—Mayor 
Eastman—having been requested to present 
Mr. Goring’a name and haviag declmed, I 
assume tbat Mr. G. is practically out of tbe 
race. For Clerk we have three candidates— 
Col. Wood, formerly Deputy Secretary of 
Slate, Ed. Johnson, Journal clerk last year, 
and O’Donnel, clerk last year. The chances, 
I should say, are decidedly in favor of 
Colonel Wood, who you will remember was 
a prominent candidate for Secretary of State 
in the Republican State Convention last 
fall.

Washington, Jan. 1, 1874. 
E ditor Freeman:—There are few gathf,r- 
ings more novel and interesting than a New 
Year Presidential reception, especially the 
Executive handshaking with the people. Your 
readers have probably heard of the stately de­ 
corum, the formal etiquette and graceful cour­ 
tesy of Washington receptions, especially in 
the ante-Republican days. 
This is almost entirely a thing of the past. 
To-day tho reception ol Cabinet officials, Jus­ 
tices of the Supreme Court, Ac., was fitting 
and appropriate, and there was a fino display 
of tbe diplomatic corps and of the array aud 
uavy officers who marched up to the White 
House in full uniform. But the appearance 
of the populace beggars description, and was 
so ridiculous in its principal features as to 
stamp tho whole affair as a farce. One of 
Dickens’ characters, a barber, deemed it nec­ 
essary in his vocation “ to draw a liue some­ 
where ” and he drew it at coal-heavers. No 
line was drawn to-day at tho reception, and 
tbe whole human white, black aud tanuy 
crowded into the mansion. I recognized in 
the mass many whom I had seen or knowu in 
the west and southwest, flourishing politicians 
or military heroes during the war, but now 
generally grown seedy, now very likely labor­ 
ing under some vile calumny a3 to the spec­ 
ulations which their accusers spell without 
the initial letters. They now are anxious to 
be transferred to some safe spot where the 
“ truly loil ” may be beyond the reach of their 
enemies, like the modest Judge Durell, who 
proposes to resign if he cau be appointed to 
oven a second-class mission. This class of 
peoplo has nearly run its race. A prominent 
Niagara hotel proprietor said some time since, 
“ We must lower our prices so as to gain and 
“ keep the custom of prudent business men.— 
“ Shoddy used to fling money around here, but 
“ Shoddy now hasn’t a coat or scarcely a shirt 
“ to its back.” This strong statement seemed 
verified in this afternoon’s spectacle,aud as to 
the former custom of wearing white kid3 aud 
ties, they were of all kinds or quite a3 often 
tbe “ plebeian’s sweaty palm” was thrust 
into the hand of royalty. 
Everybody looked happy except the “ recipi­ 
ent of a nation’3 homage” who seemed 
to be badly bored. He looked glum and 
flashed, economizing his muscle by giving in­ 
stead of a shake, a single downward pull, and 
then reaching out for another victim. No 
cards, no introductions, and no ladies receiv­ 
ing. There were, however, two or throe seat­ 
ed as spectators of tho procession in tho West 
Room. A fellow in front of me asked iu a 
tone loud enongh to be heard by them, “Who's 
them gals?” From this to the Blue Room, 
where tbe Presideut was stationed, then on to 
the East Room, a large and beautiful apart­ 
ment, where the visitors could linger to ad­ 
mire the immense mirrors, chandeliers, and 
other ornameuts until ready to depart. 
The receptions by the Cabinet officials aro 
also public, but much more select aud pleas­ 
ing. The public are more interested in At­ 
torney General Williams than any of the oth­ 
ers, except, perhaps, the well abused Secreta­ 
ry of the Treasury. Mr. Williams is rather 
tall, chin somewhat projecting, and like most 
persons of that physique, wears a moustache 
and side-whiskers. Ho does uot impress one 
as a man of commanding ability, and has lit 
tie of tho dignified presence which appertains 
so generally to the Justices of the Supreme 
Court. 
Mrs. Williams is a handsome blonde, with a 
frank courtesy4and pleasing address. She has 
the reputation here of a political intriguante, 
and not only in her husband’s bebalf has she 
wielded her power successfully but has made 
or marred the fortunes of others. 
Cougres3 is soon to resume tho discussion 
of necessary but neglected measures. How 
soon, if at all, these long talks will result in a 
souud aud consistent financial policy is “what 
no mau can tell.” Thus far tbe salary grab 
has enabled almost every mau to rise to a 
geueral and personal explanation to speak for 
himself and “buncombe,” “spuming with 
coutempt the base aspersions,”&c., and show 
iug themselves true knights without fear and 
beyond reproach. The noble representatives 
also displayed animals as well as animus in 
the debates. 
Mr. Lam-ison displayed tbe 
ram Sir William Lawrence, and Mr. Halo, 
when driven to the wall called his opponent a 
“dirty dog,” which cur-lesy was returned with 
interest. Perhaps in the new dispensation of 
the Goapel according to Darwin it will be 
shown that while man has ascended from tbe 
Chimpanzee, when he roaches finally the acme 
of human development he then begins to 
retrogrado ? Can wo doubt that tbe mighty 
intellects iu “Congress assembled” are nearing 
that point, while some have passed it and are 
going backward?

A BIG H AUL B Y T H E PO LICE. 
T ho C a tsk ili B u rg la rs N abbed. 
New York, Jan. 5.—This afternoon the de­ 
tective police arrested in a liquor store kept 
by George A. Millard, corner Canal and Wash­ 
ington streets, six of the most desperate bur­ 
glars in the country, who are strongly ^suspect­ 
ed of being the perpetrators of the robberies 
committed at Catskili, Ea3t New York, West 
Brighton and Pelham, near New Rochelle. 
Tho names of the men are Dan Kelley, who 
is well known as tbe escaped convict men­ 
tioned in connection with the Nathan murder, 
Billy Iloey, Billy Woods, Larry Griffin, Big 
John Garvey and Patsey Conroy. Tho owner 
of the saloon aud one Matthew McGeary, who 
claims to bo a boatman from Yonkers, were 
also arrested in the saloon. The police found 
a number of carpet-bags filled with burglars' 
tools; also eleven felt bats, several old over­ 
coats, and a piece of a jimmy which formed a 
portion of oue broken ofl while trying to open 
Emmett's safe at New Rochelle. Three pairs 
of handcufls, counterpart of one left at Em­ 
mett’s house were likewise found ou the prem­ 
ises. All the prisoners except Millard and 
McGeary are known to the police as most 
desperate burglars, and some are suspected 
murderers. 


T H E NATIONAL C A PIT A L. 
T ho B a n k ru p tcy B ill. 
Washinoton, Jau. 5.—In tho substitute for 
tbe nouse bill repealing bankruptcy act re­ 
commended by fcenata Judiciary Committee 
to-day the first section provides that the court 
upou sufficient cause shall tako possession of 
the property and carry on the business of the 
debtor wheu in its Judgment the interest of 
the estate as well a3 the creditors will be pro­ 
moted thereby, but not for a longer period 
than nine months from the time the debtor is 
declared bankrupt. The second section au­ 
thorizes tbe assiguee to sell property of bank­ 
rupt, real or personal, at auction in such 
manner as will produce the greatest amount 
with least cxpeuse,the court to have complete 
supervisory power at such sales, and at its 
discretion may order the real estate sold oue- 
fourthcash, balance in three equal payments, 
not more than six months between any two, 
properly secured. 
Section three adds to section twenty-six these 
words, “ Iu all causes arising under this act 
the alleged bankrupt and any party thereto 
shall be competent witnesses.” Section four 
provides that iu cases of compulsory or invol­ 
untary bankruptcy, a provision of law requir­ 
ing payment of a percentage of indebtedness or 
consent of a portion of creditors shall not ap­ 
ply, but a complete discharge shall bo given 
in all cases. Section five that in cases of in­ 
voluntary bankruptcy the term of four months 
mentioned in section thirty-five of old law 
shall bo changed to two months, this provision 
not to take effect for two months after adopt­ 
ion and the period of six mouths therein named 
be changed to three month3, to take eflect 
three months after adoption. Section seven 
alters section thirty-nine of old law providing 
any absconding debtor or debtor transferring 
property with intent to defraud creditors may 
be declared bankrupt on the petition of oue 
fourth iu number of the creditors whose claims 
aggregate one-third of total indebtedness, 
provided tho petitiou is brought within six 
months after such act of bankruptcy is com­ 
mitted. This provision shall apply to such 
cases begun since 1873 prior to passage of 
this act as well as hereafter. Section nine al­ 
ters section forty-one so as to provide in case 
satisfaction is gi vento creditors proceedings can 
be stopped by consent of court after proper in 
vestigation. Section ten provides in all cases 
uow pending as well as hereafter instituted a 
majority ot creditors after due notice of meet­ 
ing under direction of court may accept terms 
of compromise proposed by the debtor or in 
full satisfaction. The resolution of accept­ 
ance to be binding upon tbe signature of a 
majority iu number and three-fourths of value 
of debts represented at such meeting. After 
said resolution be recorded such composition 
shall not be binding upon nor aflect rights of 
unrepresented creditors. 
Section eleven re­ 
duces fees one-half. 
THE VIROINIUS MATTER. 
Washington, Jan. 5 —Senators Edmunds, 
Carpenter, Conkling and Frelinghuysen, of 
the Judiciary Committee, were closeted with 
the President to-day. The Virginius corres­ 
pondence was transmitted to the Senate to­ 
day; It is very voluminous.

A M ESSAGE FROM PR E SID E N I 
G RA NT. 
T ho V irg in iu s M atter. 
Washington, Jan. 5.—The President to-day 
sent the following message to tbe Senate and 
House: 
In my annual message of December last I 
gave reason to expect that when full aud ac­ 
curate text of the correspondance relating to 
the steamer Virginius, which had been tele­ 
graphed in cipher, should be received, the pa­ 
pers concerning the capture of vessel, execu­ 
tion of a part of tbe passeugers and crew, 
and the restoration of the ship and survivors, 
would be transmitted to Congress. 
In com­ 
pliance with the expectation then held out, I 
now transmit papers and correspondence on 
that subject. On the 26th day oí September, 
1873, the Virginius was registered in tho Cus­ 
tom House at New York as the property of a 
citizen of the United States, lie having first 
made oath.as required by law that he was the 
true and lawful owner of said vessel, and that 
there were no subject, or citizens of any for­ 
eign prince or state directly or indirectly, by 
way of trust, confidence or otherwise, inter­ 
ested therein. 
Having complied with the 
requisites of the statute iu that behalf, she 
cleared in the usual way for the port of Cura- 
coa, and on or about the 4th day of Oct.,1870, 
sailed for that port. It is not disputed that 
she made a voyage according to her clearance, 
nor that from that day to this she lias not re­ 
turned within the territorial jurisdiction of tbe 
United States. 
It is also understood 
she preserved her 
American papers, 
and 
that 
when within foreign port» 
she 
made 
a practice 
of 
putting 
forth a claim to American nationality, which 
was recognized by authorities at such ports. 
When, therefore, she left the port of Kingston 
in October last under the United States flag 
she would appear to have had as against all 
powers except the United States a right to fly 
tbat flag on that voyage and to claim’ its pro­ 
tection as enjoyed by all regularly documented 
vessels registered as part of our commercial 
marine. No state of war existed conveying 
upon a maritime power the right to molest 
aud detain upon tbe high seas any documented 
vessel, and it cannot be pretended that the 
Virginius had placed herself without tbe pale 
of all law by acts of piracy against the 
human race. If her papers were irregular 
or fraudulent, the oflence was one against tbe 
laws of United States, justifiable only in their 
tribunals. When, therefore, it became known 
tbe Virginius had been captured on the high 
seas by a Spanish man-of-war, that the Amer- 
can flag had been hauled down by the captore, 
that the vessel had been carried to a Spanish 
port, and that Spanish tribunals were taking 
jurisdiction over the persons of those found ou 
her and exercising that jurisdiction upon 
American citizens, uot only in violation of in­ 
ternational law, but in contravention of the 
provisions of the treaty of 1795, 1 directed a 
demand to bo made upon Spaiu for the restor­ 
ation of the vessel and for tho return of the 
suvivors to the protection of tboUuited Slates, 
for a salute to the flag, aud for the 
punishment of offending parties. 
The 
prlBciples upon which these demands 
rested could not bo seriously questioned, but 
it wa9 suggested by Spain that there were 
grave doubts whether the Virginius was en­ 
titled to the character given her by her papers, 
and that therefore it might be proper for the 
United States after the surrender of the vessel 
aud survivors to dispense with tho salute to 
tbe flag should such facts be established to 
their satisfaction. This seemed to be reason­ 
able and just. I therefore assented to it on 
the assurance that Spain would declare no in­ 
sult to tbe flag of tbe Uuit3d States had been 


intended. I also authorized an agreement to 
be made tbat should it be shown to the satis­ 
faction of this government that the Virginius 
was improperly bearing the flag, proceed 
ings should be instituted in our courts 
oí 
punishment of offences 
commit 
ted against tho United States. 
On 
her part Spain nndsrtook to 
proceed 
against tli03e who had offended the sover­ 
eignty of the United States, or who had vio­ 
lated their treaty right. The surrender of the 
vessel and survivors to the jurisdiction of the 
tribunals of the United States was an admis­ 
sion of the principles upon which our demand 
had been founded. I therefore bad no hesita­ 
tion la agreeing to the arrangement» Dually 
made between the two govern menta, an ar­ 
rangement which was moderate and Ja*t and 
calculated to cement the good relations which 
have so long existed between Spain and the 
United States. Under this agreement tho 
Virginias, with tbe American flag flying, was 
delivered to the navy of the United States at 
Bahia Honda, iu the Island of Cuba, on 
the 16lh ult. She was iu an unseaworihy 
condition. 
On 
the passage to New 
York 
she 
encountered 
one of 
the 
most tempestuous of our winter storms. 
At the risk of tlie their Iive3 officers and 
crew placed in charge of her attempted to 
keep her afloat. Their efforts were unavailing 
and she sunk off Capo Fear. The prisoners 
who survived the massacres were surrendered 
at Santiago de Cuba on the 18th ult. and 
reached the port of New York In safety. The 
evidence submitted ou the part of Spain to es­ 
tablish tbe fact that the Virginius at the time 
of her capture was improperly bearing tlie flag 
of the Uuited States is transmitted herewith, 
together with the opinion of the Attorney 
General thereon and a copy of a note of the 
Spanish Minister expressing on bebalf of big 
government a disclaimer of any intent of in­ 
dignity to the flag of the United States.

UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 
SENATE. 
Washington, Jau 5. 
Mr. WRIGHT of Iowa, introduced a resolu­ 
tion instructing the Civil Service Committee 
to inquire into the expediency of reporting a 
bill making a reduction of ten percent, on the 
compensation of all officere of the government 
whose salaries exceed $1,000 pier annum. 
Mr. CAMERON objected and It went over. 
Ou motion of Mr. WRIGIIT the House bill 
to establish the compensation of Senators, 
Representatives and delegates wa3 taken up, 
together with tho amendments reported by the 
Senate Committee on Civil Retrenchment, 
striking out the first three sections repealing 
the act of March 3d, 1873, and fixing salaries 
as they were prior to the passage of that act, 
and further providing that the compensation 
of the several heads of departments be $3,000 
per annum. 
Mr. PRATT of Indiana., addressed the Sen­ 
ate until the expiration of the morning hour, 
when the bill was laid over, and the resolution 
reported from the Committee on Finance be­ 
fore the holidays declaring it to be the duty 
of Congress at present to adopt definite meas­ 
ures to redeem tbe pledge made by the gov­ 
ernment for the earliest practicable redemp­ 
tion of United States notes was taken up. 
Mr. BOGY of Missouri, addressed the Sen­ 
ate according to previous notice. He advo­ 
cated the re-issue of the $44,000,000 legal 
tender reserve, an additional issue of $50,- 
000,000 legal tenders, and the issue of 325,- 
000,000 in national bank notes to western 
banks. 
Mr. BUCKINGHAM submitted a resolution 
directing tlie Fiuance Committee, in order to 
prevent iuflatiou of the currency and to meet 
the necessities of the government, to consider 
the expediency of reporting a bill which shall 
empower the Secretary ot the Treasury to 
make temporary loaus and authorize national 
banks to use certificates of indebtedness issued 
for such loans as part of their reserve; also 
io provide for the redemption and cancella­ 
tion of legal tender notes equal in amonuL to 
those which have been or may be paid out cf 
the $44,000,000 heretofore held by tlie Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury ordered to be printed. 
Mr. PRATT offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, directing tlie Finance Committee 
to inquire whether" the national banking law 
should not be so ameuded as to prohibit stock­ 
holders and officers of national banks from 
being concerned in business of private bank­ 
ing iu or near the locality of the national bank, 
whereby the means of such bank may be em­ 
ployed to produce a greater rate of interest 
than is allowed by law. 
Mr. ALLISON'S bill to regulate and facili­ 
tate commerce across uavigable rivers form­ 
ing boundaries of states provides that all 
railway bridges across such rivers shall be 
declared jrablic highways and shall bo equally 
open to the use of every railway having a ter­ 
minus at or near such bridges, upon payment 
to the owner of such bridges and approaches 
thereto of reasonable compensation, under 
limitations and conditions which tbe^bill in de­ 
tail prescribes. Referred to the Committee ou 
Commerce. 
The consideration of the salary bill was then 
resumed. 
Mr. PRATT offered an amendment that 
Senators, Representatives aud Delegates of the 
Forty-Third Congress who have received their 
comjiensatiou since March 4th, 1873, at the 
$7,500 per annum, shall hereafter be paid in 
such monthly installments as will make an 
aggregate for the whole Congros3 at the rate 
of 35,000 per annum. 
Mr. LOGAN did not believe this Congress 
had any power to take money from Senators 
and Representatives which' had been paid 
them under law. 
The debate was continued bv Morrill of 
Maine, Thurman aud Stewart. 
The Chair at five minutes past four o’clock 
laid before the Senate a message from the 
President transmitting correspondence in re­ 
gard to the Virginius, which was laid on the 
table and ordered to be printed. 
Mr. WRIGHT gave notico that to-morrow 
he would endeavor to press the salary bill to 
a vote, and hoped Senator would remain un­ 
til the matter was disposed of. At 4:15 the 
Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
BILLS INTROPCCBD. 
By Mr. BUCKNER for gradual retirement 
of national currency and to reduce interests 
on tbe public debt. 
Mr. WHEELER of the Committee on Ap­ 
propriations reported tlie army appropriation 
bill appropriating$28,449,910 which was made 
a special order for Tuesday of next week. 
Tho House then resumed tho consideration 
of tho supplementary Civil Rights Bill. 
Mr. HARRIS of Virginia addressed the 
, House in opposition to the bill, contending 
that Congress had no right to interfere with 
internal legislation of states, this bill would 
break up tbe public school system, lunatic 
asylums and other charitable institutions of 
the south. He appealed to the House whether 
any one would contend that tbe uegro wa3 the 
equal of the white man. 
A colored member, Mr. Lynch of Mississippi, 
rose in response to the challenge, but Mr. 
Harris, amid great laughter, declined to yield 
to him, saying he was addressing himself to 
white men aud did not propose to let a negro 
interfere. 
Mr. STEPHENS of Georgia next arose to 
address the house, but said that he could not 
say all he had to say io twenty minutes, and 
he asked to have afi hour allowed him. 
Mr. E. R. HOAR objected, but subsequently 
offered to withdraw an objection in case the 
same privilege were granted to Elliott of 
South Carolina, colored. 
Theu Mr. WELLS of Florida, also colored, 
renewed the objection, but he too withdrew it. 
Mr. STEPHENS then took his position in 
the back part of the hall on the democratic 
side, and proceeded to read a speech in oppo­ 
sition to the bill, remarking that in view of 
the great importance of the eubject ho had 
reduced his views to writing. He opposed 
the bill and occupied the floor for an hour 
and a quarter, having had his timo extendea 
twice; as usual, however, in case of written 
speeches its delivery did not command or 
receive the attention of tbe House. 
Mr. RANSIER of South Carolina, colored, 
followed in a written specchin sujiportof tho 
bill, contending that there w’a3 no practical 
freedom in the Southern States for the negro, 
and would uot be so long as the matter was 
left to the discretion of states. 
Mr. MILLS, Texas, opposed the bill as an 
unauthorized and unconstitutional assump­ 
tion of power. 
Mr. ELLIOT, colored, ef South Carolina, 
obtained the floor, but yielded to a motiou to 
adjourn. 
The Speaker said there was before the 
House a message from the President in refer­ 
ence to the Steamer Virginius. It was read 
and referred to tha Committee on Foreign 
Affairs.

The House then at 4:40 o’clock adjourned.
